Throughout  the  eleven  year  period  of  1953  to 
1963  producers  within  the  Milwaukee  Milk  Mar- 
keting Area  have  made  energetic  increases  in  the 
size  of  their  average  daily  deliveries.  This  is 
evident  by  virtue  of  the  122.  35%  increase  over 
the  period.  Although  producers  more  than  dou- 
bled the  size  of  their  deliveries,  this  was  not  the 
result  of  a consistent  rate  of  growth.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  over  forty  percent  of  the  in- 
crease occurred  from  1955  to  1957,  while  only 
14. 6%  of  the  increase  came  in  Ae  period  of 
1959  - 1961.  The  average  percentage  change 
in  average  daily  deliveries  was  12.  24%  per  year 
using  1953  as  a base  year.  By  1957  over  80%

brought  about?  The  size  of  firms  depend  upon 
such  conditions  as:  (1)  The  availability  of  re- 

sources (2)  Technology  and  the  ability  of  the  firm 
to  utilize  such  (3)  Specialization  (4)  and  the  extent 
to  which  economies  of  scale  exist.  These  factors 
when  exercised  will  have  the  effect  of  shifting 
the  supply  curve. 

These  conditions  would  be  carried  out  only  in 
view  of  long  run  analysis.  In  the  short  run  these 
conditions  would  be  held  constant  and  placed  in 
a static  setting  to  determine  the  way  in  which 
producers  would  vary  output  as  the  price  of  the 
product  changes.  If  the  elasticity  of  supply  were 
. 4 this  would  mean  that  for  every  10%  change  in 
price,  producers  would  be  willing  to  adjust  the 
quantity  supplied  by  only  4%.  The  elasticity  of 
supply  is  determined  largely  by  the  substitutability 
of  die  technological  processes  and  the  alternative 
technological  processes  available. 

It  mi:ist  be  remembered  that  the  effect  upon 
total  supply  is  not  necessarily  equal  to  the  change 
in  the  size  of  average  daily  deliveries.  The 
supply  of  any  market  is  determined  primarily  not 
only  by  size  of  delivery  buf  also  the  number  of 
farms.  The  net  change  in  supply  could  be  equal 
to,  greater,  or  less  than  that  of  the  base  period.
